White House said today Presi­ 
dent Johnson “never entertain­ 
ed” the thought of replacing J. 
Edgar Hoover as FBI director. 


George E. Reedy, presidential 
press secretary, made the com­ 
ment in denying a (Newsweek) 
magazine report that Johnson 
was seeking a replacem ent for 
the 69-year-old Hoover.

Deer Season 
‘To Be Tops' 


HARRISBURG (UPI) - The 
state Game Commission fore­ 
casts a “ banner season” for 
deer hunters during the 12-day 
buck season which opened today. 
The season runs through De­ 
cember 12 and will be followed 
Dec. 14 and 15 by a two-day 
antlerless 
deer season. 
Deer 
hunting is banned on Sundays. 
The commission believes the 
deer population in the state is 
up this year because of the re­ 
ported number of highway kills 
and crop dam age from the ani­ 
mals. 
“ Highway kills, crop damage 
complaints and deer population 
estim ates by our biologists and 
field officers are all running 
well ahead of last year.” said 
Glenn L. Bowers, deputy exec­ 
utive director of the commis­ 
sion. 
Of 129 game officers in the 
state, 78 said prospects for this 
year for sportsmen range from 
good to excellent. Only eight 
predicted poor hunting in their 
areas and all of these reports 
came from the secondary deer 
range. 
The commission said the deer 
herd in Pennsylvania currently 
is near the 650,000 m ark. This 
year’s kill probably will be de­ 
termined mainly by the type of 
weather during the two . week 
period. A light snowfall, plus 
m a r freezing weather should 
make for a heavy kill, commis­ 
sion officials said. Last year 
saw hunters bag 47,618 bucks— 
third highest in state history 
and highest since 1957.
